Connally sent the devaluation 
proposal to Capitol Hill 
Wednesday, in the form of a 
270-word bill that would raise 
the official price of gold from 
$35 to $38 an ounce. Adminis- 
t r a t i o n officials predicted 
prompt approval. 


The administration thus car- 


ried out a pledge made last De- 


cember when the richest non- 
Communist nations agreed on a 
new set of currency-exchange 
rates built around a dollar de- 
valuation. 


Accompanying the measure 


was a disclosure that substan- 
tive agreements have been 
reached with the Common Mar- 
ket and Japan to remove some 
of their barriers against U.S. 
exports. 


"Regrettably, no agreements 


have been reached with Cana- 
da," Connally said in a letter to 
Congress. "The United States 
will seek appropriate means of 
reducing Imbalance tai trade 
agreements with that country."

Nixon administration is weigh- 
ing diplomatic recognition of 
Bangladesh as part of a broad 
review of U.S. policy toward 
the developing structure of 
South Asia. 


What postures will India and 


Pakistan adopt toward the new 
state and vice versa? How will 
India and Pakistan relate to 
their neighbors and to Peking 
and Moscow? These are among 
questions to which U.S. officials 
say they still find no clear an- 
swers. 


Tied into this review, too, is 


the extent to which the United 
States should revive its mas- 
sive economic-development aid 
to the subcontinent—assistance 
suspended since last year's 
Indian-Pakistani conflict. 


President Nixon does not in- 


tend to announce a decision un- 
til after his China trip. 


So far some 30 countries have

Board to Require 
Wage Clearance

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pay Board wfll require advance 
clearance of deferred pay 
raises that exceed 7 per'cent a 
year in units of 1,000 or more 
employes. 


The new move increases the 


likelihood that some or all such 
raises will be rejected, but 
doesn't constitute an automatic 
veto. 


The new ruling was adopted 


by a 94 vote Wednesday over 
objection of labor members. 
Chairman George H. Boldt ab- 
stained. It applies to old con- 
tracts or pay practices that 
were in effect before last Nov. 
14, when the wage freeze end- 
ed. 


Scheduled future increases in 


those contracts still will be paid 
unless specifically rejected by 
the Pay Board. The board may 
do this by declaring them un- 
reasonably inconsistent with its 
general 5.5-per-cent limit on 
yearly pay raises in new con- 
tracts. 


The 
expanded 
reporting 


procedure means the board will 
see more information about 
more contracts, and will have 
longer to look it over. 


Some business members of 


the board earlier had urged 
automatic rejection of any de- 
ferred increases exceeding 7 
per cent, but the board stopped 
short of adopting that.

60 days' advance notice of any 
pay raise exceeding 7 per cent 
a year in a pre-Nov. 14 contract 
for pay units of more than 1,000 
employes.

three less than the week before, 
and South Vietnamese head- 
quarters also reported a drop 
in this category last week. It 
said 205 government soldiers 
were killed in action, compared 
to 292 the previous week.

No. 5 The 18 to 21 Year Old 


Voter. In the United States there 
are 23,000,000 in this age group. 
There are 104,000 in Arkansas. 
The great majority of this group 
is smart, educated, basicly 
sound, and will participate 
wisely in decisions affecting all 
areas of life."

as well. It was a well organised 
murder yarn with an ingenious 
solution and an unusual back- 
ground: a construction site. 
Falk's "Columbo" in the trio of 
murder stories racks up higher 
ratings by a couple of points 
than the programs starring 
Rock Hudson or Dennis Weav- 


As the season creaks toward 


the beginning of summer re- 
runs next month, it becomes in- 
creasingly evident that the plan 
to return half an hour a night 
of prime time programming to 
local stations has not worked 
well from a number of angles, 
including the viewers'.

3 Print Jobs 
Said Illegal

suit against Bryant in Decem- 
ber challenging his action in 
awarding three contracts to 
firms submitting higher bids 
and in rejecting the only bid— 
made by International Graph- 
lv-on a fourth contract. 


Bryant said on Dec. 10 he 


was rejecting the four bids of 
International Graphics on a 
technicality.

Bill Ending Dock 
Strike to Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 


forcing an end to the West 
Coast dock strike through com- 
pulsory arbitration is on Presi- 
dent Nixon's desk for use if a 
tentative 
agreement 
already 


reached 
by negotiators falls 


apart. 


Leaders of the striking long- 


shoremen are scheduled to vote 
Saturday on whether to accept 
the agreement and end the 125- 
day strike, and Nixon plans to 
delay signing the bill to see 
what happens. 


A coalition of Republicans 


and Southern Democrats rush- 
ed the bill through the House 
by a vote of 214 to 139, saying 
the measure would serve as in- 
surance to back up the agree- 
ment. 


But 
pro-labor 
Democrats, 


who urged the House to post- 
pone action for a week, called 
it a club over the heads of un- 
ion leaders and said it could 
jeopardize a settlement. 


The bill, which passed the 


Senate 79 to 3 Tuesday, calls 
for an immediate end to the 
strike and selection of an arbi- 
tration panel with power to de- 
clare a binding settlement of 
all issues in the dispute. 


The negotiated agreement 


awaiting a union vote would 
settle all the major issues and 
provide 
for 
voluntary 
arbi- 


tration of the lesser ones still 


unresolved. 


Even if Nixon signs the bill, 


its procedures could be halted 
at any stage if a voluntary set- 
tlement is ratified by all par- 
ties to the dispute. 


House debate on the bill cen- 


tered as much on the procedure 
used to bring it to a vote as it 
did on the strike. 


Led by Chairman William M. 


Colmer, D-Miss., the Rules 
Committee rebelled against the 
Democratic leadership and ex- 
ercised a rarely used power 
snatching the bill from the 
Education and 
Labor Com- 


mittee, which had rejected it. 


"The suffering people of this 


country want action," Colmer 
told the House. A key supporter 
of Colmer in the Rules Com- 
mittee uprising was Rep. B. F. 
Sisk, D-Calif., whose farm dis- 
trict has been hit hard by the 
prolonged dock tieup. 


On the key vote that ap- 


proved the Rules Committee's 
action 203 to 170 and brought 
the strike-settling bill to the 
floor, 64 Democrats, nearly all 
from 
Southern and 
Western 


farm areas, joined 139 Republi- 
cans to override the Democrat- 
ic leadership. Only 10 Republi- 
cans deserted the adminis- 
tration and voted against the 
Rules Committee. 


That vote determined the out- 


come and members showed 
little interest in the debate on 
the legislation itself.

Prime Lending Rate of Low Level

the Pollution Control and Ecolo- 
gy Department, and bond law- 
yer Hershel Friday of Little 
Rock were among four wit- 
nesses who explained the plan 
to the Senate. 


Two bills have been In- 


troduced for Bumpers. One 
would appropriate $1 million. 
The other would authorise the 
state Board of Finance to issue 
up to $10 million in revenue 
bonds. 


The funds would be used to 


add cities, towns, counties, 
school districts and other units 
of government in 
financing 


sewage projects and increasing 
the portion the federal govern- 
ment might finance from M per 
cent to 75 per cent. 


Under questioning by Sen. 


John F. "Mutt" Gibson of Der- 
mott, Friday told the Senate 
that the interest on a 20-year 
issue of the entire $10 million 
would total $854,234 per year. 


"That's what the taxpayers 


would pay," Gibson said. 


Sen. Robert Harvey of Swift- 


on said that with the interest 
expense the state and local gov- 
ernments could pay about $18 
million to realize benefits worth 
only about $11 million. 


"I'm just not sure you're get- 


ting a real good deal here," he 
said. "I'd rather just appro- 
priate the money and save that 
interest." 


Davies said that the plan 


would aid local communities 
which are unable to come up 
with 40 per cent of the esti- 
mated cost of sewage projects 
in their areas, but probably 
could come up with 10 to 15 per 
cent of the cost. 


At best, the program would 


involve the federal government 
paying 75 per cent of the cost 
of such Drotects with the local 
area and the state paying the 


other 25 per cent of fte cost. 
Under existing system!, state 
and local units must provide 40 
per cent of the coast. 


Several senators said, how- 


ever, that the inability of an 
area to come up with its share 
of the cost was due to the re- 
fusal of residents of the areas 
to take the burden on them- 
selves by issuing bonds on their 
own. 


Sens. J. A. Womack of Cam- 


den, Carl Sorrels of Atkins and 
Jim Caldwell of Rogers said 
they feared that communities 
which had taken the initiative 
would not benefit from the leg- 
islation while laggardly areas 
would be benefitted. 


"What's in there to keep local 


incentive?" they asked. 


The witnesses said the feder- 


al legislation, pending in Con- 
gress, probably would have 
some sort of retroactive provi- 
sion to aid such localities, but 
they said they could not be sure 
how far back such coverage 
would go or how much it would 
help.

Most Racketeers Have 
Legitimate Business

WASHINGTON

About 85 per cent of the na- 
tion's racketeers are engaged 
in legitimate business activi- 
ties, with restaurants, ban and 
taverns heading the list, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service says. 


In its 1971 annual report, the 


IRS said today it has informa- 
tion that about 2,000 persona 
are considered major rack- 
eteers in the United States. 


Officials provided few detail*, 


but said there are 217 restau- 
rants, bars and taverns in 
which racketeers are engaged. 
This figure includes both major 
and minor racketeers, the IRS 
said, and "there could be two 
or more racketeers in one res- 
taurant." The report did not de- 
fine "major" and "minor" 
racketeers. 


The IRS listed 186 


in the real estate and insurance 
fleM in which racketeers are 
engaged. Other major fields 
and the number of businesses 
involved: 


Legalised gambling, including 


casinos and race tracks, 117; fi- 
nance, including banking and 
stocks, 86; the professions, in- 
cluding lawyers, accounts and 
doctors, 82;
